lilhlrty-four shot's had been fired from th« 
||thlrd battery of the third b>-lgade, which 
'•held the saddle south of Yanze pases, the 
' Jap battery was silenced. 


The fight ceased at 3 p. m, and troops 
h^eturned to Ikhavuen. The Japaneste ad 
^yànce was stopped above the valley, of the 
iantak river. Russian losses are not ex- 
actly ascertained, but Keller reports they 
sxoeed o?>e -thousand.

CMNTEB 


Ma^iy P llgilm s From All Sec­ 
tions 
ot 
Goiiutry 
Are 
Drawn to Dakota—Vivid D e­ 
scription of a Visit to 
the 
Reservation. 


Ih e great center of interest in (he 
northwest just at the present time ia 
tlie Rosebud rtisorvat,ion and though 
registration oifices have been estab­ 
lished at i^’airfax und ifankton for 
the opening of the new lands in South 
Dakota, yet lioiiesteel, the third reg­ 
istration place, seems to bo tho groat 
central point. Hero by far tho great­ 
est number are going, nnd as the 
long tram s leave Omaha along the 
isorthwestern line tho general cry is. 
“On to Jioiiesteel.’’' 


TIk ! Nortluvi'stern lino is Hhor- 
ouglily erjuiaiped for the emergency 
which 
it 
finds 
now at hand, and 
though it has been found nece.ssary to 
run their, morning and evening trains 
both out of Omaha and out of Bone- 
steel in two sections, because of the 
immense throng that is going daily tc 
the reservation, yet delays are' re­ 
duced to a minimum and all trains 
are runnimg close to schedule time. 


Often the two sections consist of 
ten to twelve coaches. 
From every 
state in the union there are men, and 
also women, and the first greeting 
from a stranger usually is “How far 
did you come?” I t is surprising the 
number of women who come in on 
each train, and all register at the 
land office.' 
^ I t is about a day’s ride from Oma- 
ha to Boriesteel, the morning trains 
leaving Omaha at 8 o’clock and arriv­ 
ing at Bonesteel at G :30 the same ev­ 
ening. 


On the arrival of each train great 
crowds gather at the depot to see the 
trains unload, however, several sta­ 
tions before'Bonesteel is reached nu­ 
merous = agents representing the dif­ 
ferent firms who are furnishing ac­ 
commodations and'also making oyt 
registratiion papers, have boarded tho 
train and proceed to talk up their 
particular firm, giving you any in­ 
formation you want to know. 
They 
all claim to have the only competent 
clerks to correctly make out the pa­ 
pers, and after one has heard about 
a dozen of these agents give warning 
regarding the swindles, you are al­ 
most led to believe that they are all 
of the .same stripe. The facts in the 
m atter are th at there is very little 
crooked work done and that ail tlie 
notaries, and there m ust be 200 in 
Bonesteel, are all bona fide officials. 


Before 
reaching 
Bonesteel 
one 
hears 
many 
discouraging 
reports 
about accommodations and the possi­ 
bility of obtaining anything.to oat at 
that place. 
B ut these reports 
are 
given out by citizens at Fairfax and 
Yankton, who 
are 
endeavoring to 
stop the crowds going to Bonesteel 
so that more will patronize the other 
points. 
But the citizens of Bone- 
steel liave amply provided 
for the 
largest crowds. 
Large ware rooms 
have been filled with cots and many 
have builded rough frame buildings 
to bo used- temporarily 
for 
eating 
houses and lodging purposes. No ex­ 
tortionate jjrices 
are 
charged, but 
some who have temporarily located 
there, 
when 
they 
find 
an “easy 
mark,” put up the price. Some have 
erected large tents 
in 
wdiich have 


been placed fifty or 100 bods nnd u 
polico officer guards tho tonft during 
tho night. 
Tho ehargea rango from 
26 to 60 cents per night, according 
to the accommodationa, and many 
eating houses furnish plenty at the 
usual prices. 


A large camp of Sioux Indiana 
have 
o.stablished 
themselves 
near 
Bonesteel, 
brjiiging 
tlieir 
entire 
camping o\itfit with them up from tho 
Ponca creek district. This camp forma 
an interesting sight for those who are 
visiting there nnd many spend hi)\irs 
watching the Inst 
of 
the famous 
Sioux tribe in the home which \vill 
soon bo thickly settled by the white 
men. 
All the Hiving Indians 
have 
been granted allotments of 100 acres 
en«’h and the government has allowed 
them to .select their own land. They 
have taken the only timbered land 
in llie reservation, that along the 
Ponca (ireek and other snmll creeks. 
The timbiM* grows only along these 
creeks nnd, they hav(i chosen this 
land that they may 
have 
wood to 
burn without going for it. They are 
very lazy ami never attem pt W’ork of 
any kind. 
The 
govern men t 
issues 
them a quarterly allowance, wliich 
they manage to get along with. D ur­ 
ing the winter they seclude themselves 
in the deep gulchc’s along tin; creeks, 
und during tho summer move thear 
entire camp up close to one of the 
“whilemon’s towns,” for they like to 
attract attention and arc never more 
pleasetl thap when white people con- 
tinunlly remain about 
their 
camp 
watching them 
in 
their routine of 
camp life, 
lliey welcome the white 
man into their country, for he has 
money to spend nnd they are glad to 
part with anytWgig they have for a 
piece of the “whiteman’s silver.” Al­ 
though only a very few of them can 
speak English they all know the val­ 
ue of American money nnd insist on 
“bigger money” until they got W’hat 
they want. 


Many of tho old warriors in the 
Sioux tribe nre the genuine type, but 
there 
arc 
many half breeds now 
among them and they lack that dis­ 
tinctive personaliity so characteristic 
of the full blood. 
The half breeds 
care very little more for work than 
did 
their 
ancestors, but the white 
men who m arry Indian women and 
are known as “squaw men”, arc the 
holders of ext<!nsive land interests, 
for each member of the family into 
which he marries possesses IGO acres 
or more of land, and to each child 
born an allotment of 100 acres is 
given 
by 
the government. 
These 
“squaw men” arc possessors of very 
large estates and sinco the Indian 
cares nothing for his land he gladly 
gives it over to him and also influ­ 
ences other members of the tribe to 
allow him the use of their land for 
grazing purposes. 
By this means a 
large acreage is obtained for grazing 
purposes nnd many cattle are shipped 
from this district. 


Bonesteel is a typical western to^vn 
ju st now. 
Formerly with a popula­ 
tion of about 500 the preparations for 
the opening of the Rosebud lands 
brought many hundreds more und on 
the first registrat,ion day the ]>opula- 
tion increased^ 1o about 2,000 more. 
The increase noted in the last figure 
m ight well be called a floating popu­ 
lation, for they have come but to 
register and seldom remain longer 
than two days, many returning the 
same day. 


I t is typically western, for every­ 
thing is “wide open,” but an efficient 
police force affords ample safety to 
every citizen who will not allow his 
curiosity to lead him too far “down 
the pike.” There aré “midways” and 
gambling joints where can be found 
many notorious crooks, but their bus- 
inesss is not operated 
in 
.secluded 
places whore the unwary m ight ven­ 
ture without knowing ju st w'hat hie 
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surròunding aro; but tho sign id as 
plain as a dangoi* signal at soa atid 
they can. find 
trouble 
who 
stoer 
straight for it. 


Tho m attor of reglfitration takes 
but a few minutoa. 
About 200 no­ 
tary publics aro only too anxious to 
do the work. 
A few «luestions are 
asked regarding previous latul en­ 
tries, the amount of land you now 
own and,you ai'e ready to got in line 
at tho land office, which opens at 0 
o’clock each morning. 
.Kight clerks 
look after tins registration and it 
takes about a m inute to register each 
man. A great many not only <fome to 
register themselves, but under the 
provisions of the opening, old sol­ 
diers, either of the civil war or in 
tho Spnn,ii9h>Americnn war, can regis­ 
ter through an agVnt nnd many have 
with them properly signed papers al­ 
lowing them to register tho name of 
some soldier. A fter registration many 
go out to look over the reservation. 


Farmers, Indians nnd liverymen all 
have carriages, wagons or carryalls 
waiting and are enger to show you 
the 
great 
Rosebud 
country. 
The 
charges for a half-day drivo ranges 
from $1 to .$l.fiO, and all day, .$2 to 
$'2..')0, 
A half-day drive, takes you 
about five miles into the reservation 
and return. Trails can bo followed in 
many directions, but so level Is the 
reservation that for many miles you 
can drivo across it in any direction. 
There is mucli rough land, however, 
and thousands of aere» are fit for 
grazing purposes only. 


The whole reservation is covered 
with a grass that is splendid feed for 
cattle and j« cut as hay for winter 
purposes. .Tohu Tourchan, a French 
“squaw man,” and owmer of consid­ 
erable land, has jmrchased an auto­ 
mobile—a Rambler touring car—nnd 
makes as many as len trips n day 
across the reservation, carrying sight- 
«leors ten miles into 
the Rosebud 
lands and back, charging them $2 a 
trip, taking four people at a time. 
He experienced no trouble w’ith hia 
machine and the sight of an automo­ 
bile speeding across the reservation; 
irrespective of trails or roadway, at 
about tWcnty-fivo miles an houi*, ex­ 
cited much comment. 


A sample of the Dakota weather 
was experionced by those who wore at 
Bonesteel last Wednesday. A cyclone 
cloiid,. plainly visible at that point, 
passed over the reservation about 
thirty miles to the west. The funnel- 
shaped cloud was watched for nearly 
an hour in its terrible whirl across 
the prairie. For most, of tho tim e it 
retained a perfect funnel shape, but 
occasionally it would assume the size 
of a telephone pole and tho lower end 
would rieo from the earth 
to 
the 
clouds; but in a few minutes would 
again move down to the earth. Each 
time it lifted it would again drop to 
the earth, but when the storm ceased 
the whole funnel seemed to settle on 
tho earth. 


About an hour after the pa.ssing of 
this storm a hail storm broke on 
Bonesteel and 
for 
about half an 
hour some very large hailstones fell, 
ranging in size from a small marble 
to that of a plum, and many pieces 
of ice fell the size of a small chicken 
ofxg. Durintr tho hail storm the aun 
shone most of the time. 


Jacksonville will 
be 
well ropre- 
gented at the Rosebud drawing, more 
than a dozen having gone to register. 
Among those who have been there 
during the past week were: 
Scott 
Green, .Tohn W. B en n ett’and E. J. 
Ivumle. 
The drawing \yill begin on 
July ‘2,8 and cotinuc until all tho en­ 
tries have been made. 
A person in 
order to hold his elii^an mu.st estab­ 
lish his residence thereon m th in six 
mofiths after the drawing and must 
reside seven months in each year for 
five years upon tho land, cultivate the 
soil and make some improvements, in 
the shape of buildings and fe7ices. 


Tho 'five years’ residence on the 
laud may bo reduced to two years! by 
paying the government in. full at the 
end of the term. 
The total cost of 
the land will be $4 per aero, and many 
residing in that territory say there 
are many of the farm s worth $30 an 
acre without any improvements. <
